Rescue work is mainly an 
engineering job and _ requires 
some basic knowledge of shoring, 
rigging, and building construe- 
tion, Hence, its personnel will 
be drawn from the building 
trades and similar occupatioxs, 
Untrained rescue workers often 
make a bad situaticn worse by 


ing more casualties, or becoming

Rescne teams will have their 
own specially equipped rescue ve- 
hicles, and will be made up of 
eight men each, Three teams, 
working 8-hour shifts to provide 
around-the-clock operation, will be 
assigned to each rescue vehicle, 
and will be known as a rescue 
squad, Ability and willingness to 
work a3 a team uader emorgency 
conditions, and strength and stam- 
ina to perform that work, are the 
requirements for the good rescue 
worker. 

Skilled drivers are needed for 
the Transportation Service. In 
case of enemy attack, people and

The Transportation Service wiil 
teach people to drive in or- 
ganized fleets under emergency 
condition, and give them in- 
structions in siinple repair and . 
maintenance work if necessary. 
Assembly points will be set up
